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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section 
made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High 
Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the 
reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the 
prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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2. Claims 1,2,4,5,7,8, 10-15,37-50,52,53 and 61-68 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Joseph. Joseph 
discloses a network 3 for selling shoes in a particular price range, see 
col. 5, lines 16-20, and outputting alternative shoes in the price range if 
the selected shoe is not available, see col. 6, lines 4-36. 

3. Claims 1,2,4,5,7,8, 10-15,22-50 and 52-68 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Walker et al. Walker et al 
disclose a network, see col. 3, last line to col. 4, line 2, for selling a good 



or service, see col. 3, line 23, at one price or upgrading to andther good 
or service/at a round up price, see col. 3, lines 25-28-aad-eelr-57^ines _ 46- /? <Q-~ - 

4. Claims 16-36 and 54-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being clearly anticipated by Green et al. Green et al disclose a network 
see col. 6, lines 54-67, for selling cars in a designated price range, see 
col. 9, line 66 to col. 10, line 15, and offering alternatives beyond the 
upper limit of the price range until an inventory match is made, see col. 
10, line 61 to col. 11, line 8. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

6. Claims 3,6,9 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Walker et al. Walker et al disclose a network for 
selling services, see col. 3, line 23 at one price or upgrading to another 
service at a round up price, see col. 3, lines 25-28 and col. 5, lines 46-56. 
Walker et al do not disclose that the service is a binding service. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to offer any 
service including a binding service in view of the teaching in Walker et 
al to sell goods or services. 

Specification 

7. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent 
necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor errors. 
Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicant may become aware in the specification. 
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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Janssen is cited to show a real-estate 
method and apparatus with means to select a maximum price, see Fig. 
3. Katz et al is cited for the disclosure of multiple upsells, see col. 11, 
lines 22-31 and col. 25, lines 5-10. The Japanese publication is cited for 
the disclosure of the means to input a price range, desired commodities 
and purchase conditions.
